unferviceable to the enemy. All the other batteries began - to 
be nearly in the fame fituation as the two abovementioned; ra- 
ther worfé indeed, as the enemy’s fire, now without oppofition,

The two commanders in chicf, the Duke de Crillon, and 
Don Lewis de Cordova, having been informed of the above par- 
ticulars, gaye immediate diretion for fending all the boats and 
other {mall craft that could bs collected, to the relief of the peo- 
ple in the floating batteries ; during which brilliant, though ha-. 
zardous attempt, the greateit proofs of valour were fhewn, in 
the Contempt paid to the enemy’s dreadful fire of grape ‘thot, 
which the clearacfs of ‘the night enabled them to dire, to a 
certainty. The greateft part of the people, however, were 
brought off, arid the fire in feyeral of the floating batteries, é&c. 
{pread as‘much as poflible, that they might be immediately cou- 
tained 3, anda fafficient quantity ot powder was left in the o- 
thers, that they might, at a feafonable time, be blown up. Not-

next morning they had 435 of our people in their poffeflion (in- 
cluding many wounded) whom we are informed are treated 
with the greateft tendernefs and humanity by General Elliot, 

The floating batteries blew up one. after the other, except 
three, which burnt to the water’s cdge. 

Tn confequence: of the enenty’s inceffant fire all day and 
night, ‘as well againft the floating, batteries and their crews, as 
the great nomber of eraft employed in taking up the people, we 
fultained the Jofs fpecified in the following lilt accompanying 


that in the accounts given by the Commander in Chief, as well 
as in all the privaté letters, the greateft praife is beftowed on 
every individual employed in the attack and fubfequent opera- 
tions. 

The enemy's lofs, confidering, the length of the action, mutt 
be very great ; but this cannot be particularly afcertained.

Fitzherbert and Ofwald, 
on the part of Great Britain; Dr Franklin, and Mr Jay, from 
America ; the Count Deranda, Ambaffador from Spain ; and 
M. da Berthenrode, and another perfon from Holland ; who 
all produced their credentials from their refpective Courts, fully 
authorifing them to treat, and to fettle the preliminaries of a ge~ 
neral peace. The Ambaffadors are to meet again in a few 
days. It is the opinion of the moft able politicians here, that 
the general outlines of peace will be fettled at the firlt meeting, 
as every obftacle, which has hitherto prevented that falutary e- 
vent, is now removed. The deftruétion of the floating batte- 
ries before Gibraltar, and the fuccefs of the Englith in the Eaft 
Indies, all tend to accelerate the peace ; and what will haftea 
it more, all the belligerent powers are heartily tired of the 
war,” 

Government expect advice from Lord Howe, by one of his 
cutters, in the courfe of this week, as he was to difpatch one 
of them home immediately on his arrival off St Vincent's. 

A correfpondent, who is lefs fanguine than fome people, but 
with the higheft opinion of the abilities, courage, and conduct 
of Lord Howe, and all the cilicers of his fleet, cannot help 
dreading the confeque.ce of an engagement with the combined 
fleets, where there is fucha fearful odds, equal in number to 
what would have been thought a great ileet during the Tait war.

That a well-conflitoted Militia for Scotland is abfolitely neeeflary, 
the prefent defence heing very infafficient to the dangfrs ; that It is 
their natural and eflentiat right, as a free people, to have. it at all 
times, as well in peace as ii wars that if witely and jofily formed, it is 
the bet defencé againftan chemy. and the fafeft for liberty. 

That the bill formerly moved for in Parliament by the late Sir <il- 
bert Elliott, afterwards by l.ord Mountitewatt, and laft feffion by the 
Marquis of Graham, being almoft the fame, anid formed bi ged onthe 
plap of the Englith Militia, atid, except in forme few fmall altcrations 
entirely fimilar to it, is therefore liable to the many objettions made to 
ths Englith one. Experience has thown, that this plan has not been 
tuiticiently guarded, to prefeove theirs fiom being turned very nearly 
into a ftanding army, the greateft abufe a militia can fattain, perverting 
it to the danger, inflead of the proteétion of liberty : Neither has that 
plan been able to fave their militia from many other abufed, and parti- 
calarly from having been often unrigceflarily and anjuftifiably taken to 
great diftances from their own counties, while other militia was then 
tent into thefe very counties, The knowledgt-of thefe things having 
tendered it in gené,al unacceptable to the Gentry Of Scotland, it is 
therefore, in the opinion of thi i to be adopted. 

That the plan’ propofed in the tketch of a. bill, for training all thé 
fengible men of Scotland, appears impraéticable for. the purpofe of pro- 
ducing any real military force; or affording national fervice ; but, as it 
is of a kind more advantageous to liberty, it deferves and has the appro- 
bacion of the Meeting more than the former bill. . It is, however;, fo 
ill adapted to the cireumttances afid fyftem of prefent manners; that 
they apprehend the alteratioas neceflary to accominodate it to thefe 
would efivntially fruftrate ity molt important objetts ; and, if not alters 
ed, it would be/both oppreflive and ineffegtual :-—Therefore, it alfo 
feems improper to be adopted. “ 7
